1982 (3 of 1982) reduced by the cost of collection as determined by" 
the Central Government and (b) income from investment of the proceeds of the Fund. A sum of Rs. 155 19 26 630/- 
(Rupees one hundred fifty five crores nineteen lakhs twenty six thousand six hundred and thirty only) (Rupees' one 
hundred fifty crores by transfer of cess on sugar and Rupees five crores nineteen lakhs twenty six thousand six hundred 
and thirty only being credits for repayment of ust instalment of the principal of loan und interest thereon) was credited 
to the fund during the financial year. With the credit, the size of the Fund rose to Rs. 558,68,88,045, (Rupees five
